A Inrfcp amount of glass In the front 
of ttiG hoDse makes it warm during 
ttifl day and cold at nigbt, aa glass 
radiates heat very rapidly. Unbleached 
muslin, or a light weight of duek cloth. 
Is used for curtains In the froots of 
poultry houses. This cloth should bo 
thin enough to allow a slow circula- 
tion of air without a draft, which ob- 
ject Is defeated by using too heavy a 
grade of duek or by oiling or paint- 
Ing the cloth. The front of the house 
should be high enough so that the 
windows or openings wUl allow the 
sua to shlaa wall back iurtBg tha win- 
ter. 

Fleers. 

The best kind of a floor depends 
apon the soil and the use of the house. 
On light, sandy, well-drained soils a 
dirt floor Is satisfactory, especially 
for small or colony henhouses. A 
board floor la generally used wbera 
the level of the floor In the house is 
from one to ihn e feet above the 
ground surface and in poi(abi<> hou5<PS 
on land which is not well drained 
Board floors harbor rats and rot rjiiick- 
ly, and should be raised some dlKtance 
oft the ground so that cats or dogs 
can get ur iUr them, which also al- 
lows a fri I- circulation of air to pre- 
vent the wood from rotting. Cement 
floors are adapu d to long j« rma- 
nent bulldln^.s, brooder houses, incu- 
bator cellars, and lo all permanent 
houses where an arlltUial floor is re- 
quired and can be built ou the grounc" 

level. 

Roosta and Dropping Boards. 
Tho interior fixtures of the pens 
should be Hlmplo, portable and Inex- 
pensive. Roosts are usually placed 
next lo the end or bacic walls, six to 
ti ll itichi s nbo\e lh<< dri)|)ping boards, 
while the latter are from two to two 
md otie hair feet above the floor. They 
should all be on the same level, other- 
wise tho birds will crowd and fl^ht to 
get on the highest ru<jat. Scantling 
t by 4 inched, with tho upper edges 
rounded off, makes good roosts with 
either the wide or narrow surface up. 
Allow seven to ten inches of roost 
spaco per fowl, according to the size 
of the birds. Roosts should be placed 
about fifteen inches apart, but tha oa^ 
side ones may be wlthla tea laehas of 
the edge of the dropping boards.

Certain of the ChlBase ia the inte- 
rior distrlota adjacent to Aaaey em- 
ploy a vniqne method for hateUag 
both heas' and ducks' etia. In this 

eoanectlon it may be of Interest to 
note that some years ago a missionary 
llTtng near Amoy suggested to the 
natives that the patent American In- 
cubator might be of great serrlce to 
the local Chinese— only to learn of 
their own process, which Is very eco- 
nomical. Usually a large percentage 
of the eggs produce live chicks. 

The breeder first takes a quantity 
of unhusked rice and roMts It, cooling 
It down by fanning or by allowing the 
wind to Ni.iw through until It la luke- 
warm He then spreads a three-Inch 
layer of the rice Id a wooden tub and 
places about 100 fUKS thereon; anoth- 
er layer u? rice, this Hecond and sul> 
sequent lay rs belnt; but two Inches 
In thickness, Ih spread over the eu^s. 
Each tub will have six layers of rice 
and Ave layers of etina. no that there 
will be r,00 eKga In ea<'h tub. The 
rice should be heated once every 24 
hours, the eggs being taken out at 
iuch times When the eggs are a^aln 
put In the rice the bottom layer Is 
placed on top and each of the otber 
layers one niw lower down, while tba 
eggs previously In the center of tba 
tub are placed at the edge. The en- 
tire tub Is covered with a cotton mat 
tress. The chicks and ducklings are 
produced In 20 to 30 days. 

One of the great difflcultles with 
this method la the Inability to tell 
Just when the eggs will batch, which 
of courso renders the snsotheriag Of 
the young very possible.
